After Indignation 
The statements that finally ap- 
peared— none signed by either of 
the principal leaders — followed 
worldwide indignation over the 
fate of the Vietnamese in Cam- 
bodia.

It might seem a bit of bravado on Prime 
Minister Wilson’s part to call a general elec- 
tion on the 155th anniversary of the Battle 
of Waterloo. But probably the Labor party 
is more concerned with polls than with 
omens— and. besides. Mr. Wilson probably 
sees himself as the iron Duke rather than 
the Little Corporal. 

The polls have been promising for Labor. 
The government has one feat of great 
psychological, and considerable practical. 
Importance to Its credit: the elimination of 
the trade deficit and the salvation, for the 
time being, of the pound. More, It is holding 
the canvas during one of those heady 
moments in the continuing battle against in- 
flation, In which wages have risen for a 
number of workers, and prices have not yet 
caught up. No specially British problems 
Loom large on the international horizon (ex- 
cept that of the Common Market) and such 
minor irritations as the skinheads and the 
changeover to decimal currency would 
probably not Influence many voters. 

Moreover, the accumulated dissents within 
the Labor party after a long period of power 
can be equated to the divisions resulting 
from the equally prolonged frustrations of 
the Conservatives. There is little chance of a 
battle of charismatic personalities, or of 


tongues of fire descending on any of the 
electioneering platforms. On the whole, the 
practical omens seem propitious for the gov- 
ernment. 

To be sure, events move with great speed 
these days, and public opinion, under the 
stimulus of the telly, responds with match- 
ing celerity. And, hovering over the battle- 
ground, like Blucher or night. Is the issue 
of the Common Market. The long delays In 
reaching even tentative agreement on this 
subject may keep it from affecting the out- 
come of the election. But, like the other 
elements in Britain's complex economic 
equation, the Common Market will be a 
shadow on the horizon, a distant rumble of 
gunfire, that could, In one way or another, 
decide the combat. 

After all, Waterloo was. In the victor’s 
words, a close-run thin g, in which a number 
of unpredictable factors played crucial roles. 
Including the weather. The prognosticators 
may try to take everything Into account, the 
generals may plan their tactics, but it would 
be a bold man who would say with certainty 
which party In England win be dying Instead 
of surrendering (to use the more grandilo- 
quent version of Cambronne's cry from the

President Joaquin Balaguer’s election vic- 
tory can scarcely be considered an over- 
whelming mandate either for him or for the 
United States policies which helped to put 
him in office and to sustain him there after 
the American intervention in the Dominican 
Republic in 1985. 

Although the Reformist party leader was 
able to muster a bare majority of the votes 
cast, at least partially through repression 
and the manipulation of government jobs 
and funds, he polled fewer votes and a 
smaller percentage of the ballots than he did 
in 1966. Substantial numbers of Dominicans 
cast their votes for the weak and divided 
opposition or abstained altogether in re- 
sponse to the election boycott backed by 
former President Juan Bosch and his Domin- 
ican Revolutionary party.

Considering how much 
and bow recklessly he gives of 
himself and his voice, how often 
he has been doing It, and for 
bow many years, it would be 
surprising if he didn’t.

P ARIS. May 19.— "Magic is 
the ability to make some- 
thing very simple look very 
difficult,” says the American 
magician Arthur Brandon. “The 
hand is not quicker than the 
eye . . . but the mind is." 

Mr. Brandon is Milo of Milo 
and Roger, a team of magicians 
as funny as they are mystify- 
ing. Roger is Roger Coker. 
Now appearing at the Lido in 
Paris on a one-year contract, 
they are known as the “Laurel 
and Hardy of magic” and are 
reputedly the only comic- 
magic act in show business. 

Although offering the stan- 
dard tricks (but with certain 
inventions and variations of 
their own), there is nothing 
standard about the way the 
tricks are presented with slap- 
stick humor dating right back 
to -vaudeville. Milo and Roger 
skip such traditional props as 
mirrors and trap doors, ■ and 
this makes it- difficult to ex- 
plain rationally how Roger 
can disappear into a very smal l 
trunk that obviously does not 
have a false bottom. They 
bewilder an audience and make 
it laugh at the same time. 
“People are fooled by assum- 
ing things the magician wants 
them to assume." says Milo 
with a slight grin; "magic is 
always done with slow, grace- 
ful movements, never with quick, 
jerky ones.” 

They travel with 2.000 pounds 
of equipment. Fifty of It is 
accounted for by the outlandish 
maharajah's outfit that Milo 
wears. The turban alone is as 
big as a bushel basket. 

The two have, been together 
since 1949. when It was the 
Amazing Milo and Company. 
The present name was adapted 
in 1962. when Milo recognized 
Roger's "genius gift for pan- 
tomime comedy" and gave him 
equal billing. 

Bath were born in Ohio and 
both showed an interest in 
magic from an early age. Milo 
has been in show business 
since the depression, and even 
played the old minstrel shows. 
Roger Coker has been with 
Mho for his entire professional 
career. 

They have played nightclubs, 
theaters, hotels, state fairs and 
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their first time in Europe, after 
having toured the Far East from 
Tokyo to Bangkok, where they 
did a command performance 
before the King and Queen of 
Thailand. Having seen pictures 
of the king and queen in which 
the king’s garments were 
covered with jewels — real 
jewels of course, not fake ones 
like the ones on their mahara- 
jah outfits— they were afraid 
that the king might think the 
act was a satire on him. Much 
to the magicians' relief, the king 
appeared in a white evening 
jacket and the queen in a 
formal gown. They applauded 
and laughed throughout the 
entire act ana af terward shower- 
ed the twosome with gifts and 
made them honorary citizens 
of Thailand. 

The third member of the act 
is a duck named Spiro. "We 
always name our ducks after 
vice-presidents." says Roger. "I 
wonder why Humphrey got 
the biggest laugh?" Spiro Is a 
real member of the family and 
lives in their bathtub, wherever 
Milo and Roger happen to 
be. Right now home is a 
fashionable apartment in Neull- 
ly, just outside of Paris. They 
love Chinese food and if they 
invite you out. you can have 
anything on the menu except 
canard. MUo swears he can 
communicate with ducks, "each 
quack is different and after 
all these years, I know all the 
quacks.” 

Considered “magicians' magi- 
cians” in the trade and know- 
ing just about every trick in 
the book, it is very seldom that 
another magician can fool 
them. But out of professional 
courtesy they never reveal any 
professional trick. They, how- 
ever. do sometimes succeed In 
fooling other magicians, in- 
cluding the Great Blackstone, 
the "Master of Magic." and 
consider this their finest com- 
pliment. 

On a recent TV interview, 
Milo remarked, “Magic is like 
any other art. To learn it Is 
long and tedious. Some per- 
formers forget that the object 
of magic, as in any other type 
of show business, is to enter- 
tain. A magician is an actor 
playing the part o f a real magi- 
cian. Hie audience must feel it 
Is watching an actual magi- 
cian.” 

And when you see them, you 
certainly feel that you are. Or 
how else can you explain 
Roger's disappearance from the 
trunk, the duck's disappearance 
and reappearance on the other 
side of the stage, Roger's head 
on a tray held by Milo and a 
pitcher that holds enough water 
to fill an ocean. 

“When you walk on stage." 
says Roger, "you must believe 
that everything you're doing is 
really true; then the audience 
will believe it too." 

Very pleased with Paris and 
their international fame, they 
are also very philosophical 
about it. knowing the ups and 
downs of show business. How- 
ever, they both insist that 
Eddie Cochran, their friend and 
manager, has to be the greatest 
magician In the world. 

Why? 

"Because he keeps us work- 
ing.” 


Underground 
America Goes 
To Exeter 

Gandestine Press 
On Show in England 

By John Walker 

E XETER. England.— Mind- 
bloBing— that is really the 
only possible word to describe 

the experience offered at the 

first-ever comprehensive exhibi- 
tion of the American Under- 
ground Press, the minority 
media of the alternative society. 

It is not, as you might, ex- 
pect, being held in the United 
States, but in Britain, at the 
university library in Exeter, 
that otherwise slow and rural 
city set in the undulating hills 
of Devon. 

More than, 300 publications 
are on show, divided into 23 
categories and ranging from 

the outrageous comic strips 
drawn by Robert Crumb through 
psychedelic extravaganzas to 
the radical political newspapers 
and the passionate clandestine 
propaganda produced by GI 
resistors to the Vietnam war. 

A display case labeled “ob- 
scene publications" contains a 
single newsletter. It is pub- 
lished by the Ku Klux KJan 
with the headline: "The Pope 
Is a Jew." 

The exlubition marks the sur- 
facing of the ambitious Amer- 
ican Arts Documentation Cen- 
tre. set up at ExetEr Univer- 
sity by Dr. Michael Weaver 
nine months ago. Concurrently, 
the center has another exhibi- 
tion on view, devoted to the 
work of young American pho- 
tographers. 

Dr. Weaver, educated at Cam- 
bridge and Yale universities, 
is something of a polymath, 
with enthusiasms that range 
from the films of John Ford 
to concrete poetry and happen- 
ings. which unlikely subject he 
also teaches. 

He has just written a literary 
biography of William Carlos 
Williams, is tryingr to reduce 19 
pounds and 380.000 words of 
manuscript on the Black Moun- 
tain College to publishable 
length, and hopes one day to 
complete a book about the 
sculptor Gaudier-Brzeska. 

“The center's concept is that 
news, in the end. becomes his- 
tory." he says. “At the least, 
the underground press will 
prove of serious sociological in- 
terest.” 

Dr. Weaver's other projects 
include contacting American 
artists who have come to live 
and work in Europe, and cata- 
loguing American drawings and 
paintings in first British and 
then European public coilec- 
..tions. 

A Trotest 

The underground press exhibi- 
tion has attracted large audi- 
ences. So far, there has been 
one protest— from a woman 
who read about the show in the 
local paper but had not been 
to see for herself. 

And one newspaper was rip- 
ped off a wall. It was John. 
WUcocks "Other Scenes." pub- 
lished in Greenwich Village, 
with a front page showing a 
picture of Edward Kennedy and 
the words: "Wanted for Murder 
or President.” 

Even in the neutral coniines 
of a university library, the 
newspapers retain their visceral 
impact. What emerges, too. 
is the increasing toughness of 
attitude, the growing despera- 
tion. over the five years that 
the exhibition covers. 

The documentation center's 
Roger Lewis, who compiled the 
exhibition, dates tbe shift in 
sensibility from the confronta- 
tion at the Chicago convention 
in 1968. 

He says: “Today the rhetoric 
Is that of the American Revolu- 
tion of 1776. armed love and 
power to the people. Paul 
Revere rides a motorcycle down 
the streets of the ghetto 
screaming: The pigs are com- 
ing. The pigs are coming.' 

"For the underground press. 
America is a land of exiles, 
political prisoners, outlaws, and 
■conspiracies.' In a society 
where it is becoming increas- 
ingly difficult to differentiate 
the news from a Western movie, 
they are an outraged and angry 
response to the realities of the 
American experience."

creases, which range from 60 to 
120 percent. The news came in 
a letter to Victor Hochhauser, 
who ha.-, handled appearances 
of Soviet artists In this country 
for 18 years. 

The higher fees hare already 
forced the cancellation of plans 
by the London Philharmonic 
Orchestra to engage the Soviet 
conductor, Evgeni Svetlanov. 
Eric Bravington. the orchestra's 
managing director, said the con- 
ductor's fee had jumped from 
$960 to about $1,800. 

Mr. Hochhauser said about 17 
artists were on the new list re- 
ceived from Moscow, including 
violinist David Oistrakh, cellist 
Mstislav Rostropovich, and vio- 
linist Leonid Hogan. He said 
lees had not been raised for 
groups such as the Leningrad 
Kirov Ballet, due here later this 
year, but only for individual 
artists. 

The fee for David Oistrakh in 
Britain was understood to have 
been $3,400. Mr. Hochhauser 
would not discuss individual in- 
creases. but it. was believed that 
the Soviet Ministry Of Culture 
was now asking lor a minimum 
fee for Oistrakh of more than 
$4,000.

Role of New Comecon Bank 
Worries Hungary , Romania 
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By Dan Morgan 
BELGRADE, May 19 (WP>, — The , monetary 
new International bank which Is 
to be chartered by seven Commu- 
nist countries in July is expected 
to be mainly used for increasing 
“investments” In the Soviet Union 
by Its allies, particularly In ex- 
ploration of the Siberian oil and 
natural gas finds. 

This is the conclusion of East 
European observers following last 
week's meeting of Comecon. the 
Communist economic and trade 
bloc, in Warsaw. 

The meeting was a severe dis- 
appointment for countries such as 
Hungary, which seek to put the 
area on a solid monetary footing, 
and a sign that the Soviet Uhlon 
Intends to pursue plans to “in- 
tegrate” East European economies. 

The Russians are thought to have 
received solid support from the 
Poles, who at one time bad been 
close to .the Hungarians on wanting 
major reforms, hut none from the 
Romanians, who actually refused 
to participate at this stage in the 
setting up of “the bank." 

Undo: the plans mapped out by 
Comecon, the bank win be used 
mainly to fund Joint explorations in 
the raw material and energy fields. 

But this has been taken to mean 
East European help for Soviet pro- 
jects. For some time the Russians 
have been urging their allieB to in- 
vest directly in such Soviet projects, 
rather than limit their payments to 
barter for Soviet goods. 

Four days after the Warsaw 
meeting, Yugoslav correspondents 
in Poland have pointed out that 
“It is still unknown how the bank's 
capital wfll be framed." 

Most of the other results of the 
meeting are equally nebulous. Lead- 
ing officials, such as Hungarian 
Prime Minister Jeno Pock, have 
stressed that the meeting was only 
one step in a “long, difficult and 
persist tent work.” 

For some time the Hungarians 
have been pressing for a plan that 
would put their economy and that 
of their trading partners on a 


footing, less dependent 
on the present cumbersome, inef- 
ficient tauter arrangements. 

The Hungarians have a plan 
whereby an escalating percentage 
of year-end balances would be 
cleared with gold Or other hard 
reserves. By the end of the decade, 
they believe, Comecon could achieve 
full monetary transferability, and 
would be ready to announce that 
Its currencies, or the common 
monetary unit in use, were con- 
vertible on world exchanges.

Flood Seems 
Nervous in 
at Court 

NEW YORK, May 19 (AP).— 
Curt Flood, obviously more nervous 
as a court witness than as a St 
Louis Cardinal DUtfi eider, testified 
today that he had brought his 
anti-trust suit against baseball be- 
cause "I didn't thin*; I should be 
traded and treated like a piece of 
property." 

That is the critical point of 
Flood's case challenging baseball's 
reserve system, which began trial 
In federal court here before Judge 
Irving Ben Cooper, a battery of 
attorneys and several members of 
the baseball establishment. 

Flood appeared tense as he 
hunched forward on the witness 
stand and was led through his 
testimony by attorney Arthur Gold- 
berg, former Supreme Court justice 
now a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for governor of New 
York. 

The former $90,000-a-year out- 
fielder had to be handed a base- 
ball bubble gum card to recall his 
batting averages in specific years 
and several times had to be ad- 
monished by the judge for not 
answering questions properly. 

“I presume,” said Judge Cooper, 
"you are not finding this as easy 
as getting up to bat ” 

Flood, in r-haiiwTig in g baseball's 
reserve system, is attempting to 
prove that the sport is a monopoly 
operating in restraint of trade. 

At issue is what is popularly 
know as the reserve clause — 
actually a set of rules that binds 
the player to the team that signs 
him until he Is traded, -sold or 
released with or without his know- 
ledge and/or approval. 

Not Consulted 
la his testimony. Flood said he 
was not consulted before being 
traded to Philadelphia following the 
1969 season and, did -jot want to 
play for the. Phillies . because "I 
didn't want to move my businesses 
and family into another part of the 
United States.” 

He revealed he had met with 
Philadelphia general manager 
John Quinn to discuss the situa- 
tion and that Quinn had offered 
him “a little more than' ¥90,000 in 
salary 1 ’ to play: with the Phillies, 
plus $8,000 in spring training .ex- 
penses. 

But Flood indicated money was 
not the issue when he was asked 
by Goldberg if he would play for 
another dub at a higher salary 
If he were traded without his con- 
sent. 

"No." Flood replied. 

Goldberg began by asking Flood 
whether he bad either read his 
contract or consulted a lawyer 
before first signing a professional 
pact. Flood said he had not done 
either. He also was asked whether 
he was familiar with the reserve 
rules and replied: 

“No. "I knew very little about 
them.” 

The trial opened yesterday with 
attorneys representing baseball 
owners making an unsuccessful 
motion to have the complaint dis- 
missed an grounds the court 
lacked jurisdiction in the matter.

Tp/'ASHLMGTON. May 19.— 
“ Alter 25 years of being 
the United States - leading' 
menace. Communism Is finding 
Us supremacy under challenge 
this year by an upstart new 
menace, it is called perm Is - 
si*, encss, and

arc called per- 
missivists. 

Permissiveness, 
in the event you 
have not read 
the newspapers, 
watched tele- 
vision or talked 
to the woman 
next door re- 
cently. is the 
practically everything done by 
anybody under the age of 25 
which anybody over the age of 
25 disapproves of. 'Communism 
is the force behind everything 
else unpleasant, but liow nuch 
of that is there anymore?'

"No, Arthur! Not you, sure- 
ly!" 

-Don’t try to whitewash the 
fact." Arthur insisted. “I've 
been up to my ears in permis- 
siveness with my children since 
1950. From the very first I let 
them have their way. Remember 
the time we all went to Glen 
Echo, years ago. and little Nor- 
ton insisted that I take him on 
the roller coaster, and I said. 
'No. Norton. The roller coaster 
makes daddy sick.’ Remember? 
Well, afterwards, remember, we 
got lost. Norton and I, and you 
didn't find us until 20 minutes 
later outside the fun house . . ." 
‘‘Oh. I’ll make a clean breast 


of the whole rotten story. ' Ar- 
thur cried. "That, day— when 
you thought Norton and I were 
lost — we weren't lost at alL The 
fact Is. I 3neaked back with him 
and took him on the roller 
coaster after all.” 

This was far from the most 
loathsome confession Arthur 
made that evening. Time after 
time, he had bought them sbe- 
packs of soda pop and had not 
put his foot down when they 
failed to return the bottles and 
collect the 12 cents in deposit 
money. He had permitted them 
to watch television indiscrimi- 
nately. He had never beaten 
them for leaving the bathroom 
dirty and soggy. 

“But surely you knew that not 
forcing the children to take the 
bottles back for the 12 cents in 
deposit money would lead them 
eventually to wear bizarre cloth- 
ing and neglect their barbers." 

“That possibility never occur- 
red to me." Arthur admitted. 
“Why didn't anybody tell me 
back in 1955 that if a parent 
tries to give his children a bet- 
ter life than he had those 
cliildren would end up opposing 
the President's foreign policy? 
Why didn't J. Edgar Hoover and 
the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee and the news- 
papers and the television and 
the woman next door tell me 
that back in 1955 when I could 
have done something about 
it?" 

It was no easy matter getting 
him calmed. Yes, he agreed, 
he could see clearly now that 
he should have been struggling 
to give his children a worse life 
than be had. A few hours of 
manual labor for them each 
day after the age of 3. No 
mattresses on the springs. Fewer 
steaks and more macaroni 
entrees.

When things so badly we need 
a large supply of people like 
Arthur to blame, since in view 
of the wisdom, competence, in- 
sight, ingenuity and general 
overall excellence of all the rest 
of us, it is inconceivable that 
anything could have gone wrong 
unless some blackguards like 
Arthur — history s losers — had 
poisoned the well, way back 
there, when nobody was look- 
ing.

Lillian Heilman: Guardian of Memories

jV'E’W YORE (WP Lillian Heilman 
’ lives on the t.*cond floor of a sunny 
browzutone. prettily cluttered with 
plants, books, newspapers, two green 
chairs from "Tile Little Foxes." a table 
from “The Searching Wind" and an 
elaborately carved, birdless birdcage from 
she doesn't remember where. 

It is a quiet time for her, between the 
bursts of work which always seem to 
bring her success, but she is not yet 
ready to live with the memories of her 
triumphs and her friendships with other 
famous people. And she spends a lot 
of time seeing to it that you are not 
going to live with those memories either. 

With lawyers, matches, the extraction 
or promises from friends and her own 
powers of persuasion, she fights literary 
biographers. "It's no good say mg we'd 
be better off if we knew more about 
Shakespeare.” said Miss Heilman, who Is 
trying her best to see that we do not 
know too much about Lillian Heilman 
and her closest friends, Dashiell Hammett 
and Dorothy Parker. 

It is a strange fight for someone who 
admits that “I love to read the lives of 
other people,” and who has just won the 
National Book Award for her memoirs. 

There is a lot about Lillian Heilman, 
Dashiell Hammett and Dorothy Parker 
in “An Unfinished Woman." and a lot 
about their drinking problems, sexual 
activities and psychological troubles. 
Clitics have been struck by its frankness. 

Frank? "No. not very," said the author, 
who has written selected impressions, but 
not her whole life. “Some of it I'm 
ashamed of," she explained. 

She applied the same standards to her 
chapters on Dashiell Hammett, short 
and screenplay writer with whom she 
lived, on and off. for 30 years', and to 
Dorothy Parker, who was feared as the 
wittiest woman of her time, whose bril- 
liant barbs were directed at nearly every- 
one— except her friend Miss Heilman. 

“There are sections of their lives they 
didn't want anyone to read about," she 
slid. In her own book, she feels she 
went about as far as they would have 
liked. 

It i£ her trust. Mrs. Parker and Ham- 
mett both named Lillian Heilman in their 
wills as literary executor. In both cases, 
it seemed to be connected not only with 
her intimacy, but with her opinions about 
biography. 

"If anyone else dies and leaves me 
literary executor, I'm going to quit." she 
said. And she wants to be dead before 
the people she has charged with doing 
the job for her find out who they are. 
"Z've designated a number, so no one 
person would get stuck."

Several times now. she has stopped her 
own potential biographers, although she 
is cooperating with a former student on a 
book which is supposed to be chiefly criti- 
cism of her work, with some biography. 
Her immediate reason is that "I don't 
want to read my biography. What some- 
one does after my death— well, how do 
you know what you would mind after 
your death?" 

Still she is planning to help those luck- 
less literary executors by destroying many 
of her papers before she dies, although 
“I've been putting off the day of destruc- 
tion because I'm too lazy to read them. 
They’ll probably still be here after my 
death." 

She says she will not write again about 
Hammett and that she will destroy some 
of his papers, too. 

The Dorothy Parker estate is harder 
to handle. The Viking Press plans to 
publish Mrs. Parker’s New Yorker book 
reviews, written under the name of 
Constant Reader, next June. Simon and 
Schuster has bought a biography which 
Viking commissioned — by John Keats, 
author oi the unauthorized biography of 
Howard Hughes, “Bashful Billionaire"— 
but rejected. 

Alias Heilman's legal tactics to stop the 
biography failed, and she was happy about 
its rejection by v Viking, with whom she 
cooperated on the Constant Reader book. 
But she refused to make available Mrs. 
Parker's papers, and succeeded in stop- 
ping a number of her Intimates from 
talking to the biographer. 

As a result, she assumes— she has not 
read the book— that "people who had no 
importance In her life will probably have 
a great importance in the book." 

Her fund of Dorothy Parker stories Is 
different— and fresher — than the “gamut 


from A to B n and “men seldom make 
passes at girls who wear glasses” supply 
which has been so thoroughly aired. 

There was the time that Mrs. Parker 
missed a dinner date because she was 
busy at one of her many attempts at- 
sulclde. Afterwards, she apologized with 
the explanation that suicide was really 
more fun. than dining with that parti- 
cular man. 

“She had a great sense of pliysical ■ 
repose. She would sit in the same chair . 
for hours and not more. At cocktail 
parties, everyone would gather around her. 
and some people thought she' took a kind, 
of pride in having everyone come to her.” 
Bat when a theater escort parked her in 
the stage doorman’s chair while he went 
backstage, and left by another exit be- 
cause be forgot about her, he found her 
still at the Shubert at 2 or 3 am. She 
didn't have an unpleasant word to say ” 

Mrs. Parker lived in the Hotel Bolney, 
“absolutely determined she was never 
going to learn to clean and cook.” Miss 
Heilman once left her alone at her 
Martha's Vineyard place and., as hostess, 
left four dinners and the instructions for . 
heating them. "You wouldn't have to tell 
a normal person how to light an electric 
stove,” she said. 

Mrs. Parker and Robert Benchley, Miss 
TTpnmao recalls, "had an amazing interest 
in mortuary magazines. Dorothy was a 
great authority on embalming fluids and 
how everybody looked. 

“She was sad the last years— I couldn't 
stand the drinking much any more. She 
was a bore, she repeated herself endless- 
ly. It made me sad. She was a bore, like 
everybody else who drank.” 

After Mrs. Parker's death in 1967, Miss 
Henman tried to respect her wishes— the 
anti-biography thing was. something 
“understood" but which they hadn't dis- 
cussed — but she failed on the first thing. 

“I had arranged a funeral, but when the 
will was opened and said she didn't want 
a funeral, It was too late and there was 
nothing to do hut go ahead." 

But the body was cremated— the last ' 
request of the woman who had suggested 
that she leave a tombstone reading. "If 
you can read this, you've come too close.” 

“An Unfinished Woman” took a year 
and a half to write. Miss Heilman has also 
been teaching at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 

Her last drama, “The Chase,” was a 
movie — one which she, and the critics, felt 
did not come off. 

Still, she feels that movies “are more 
Interesting” and when asked if she had 
lost interest hi writing for the theater, 
replied, T think so.” 

In the meantime, with all the teaching, 
protecting, reading and movie-going, she 
lists her chief occupation of the moment 
as “worrying about not writing."
